Just as the sun was sinking in the 
wesl. a distinguished company silent­ 
ly watched as the body was lowered

Then 
the 
simple 
burial 
service

Presbyterian 
church was read and before the last 
of the carriages in the cortege hail 
driven up to the path leading to the 
burial place, the benediction had been 
pronounced and the members of thi 
family, President Roosevelt and otl> 
ers who had gathered about the grave, 
were leaving the cemetery. 
Many of the personal friends of the 
dead statesman lingered about the 
spot which was to mark his last rest­ 
ing place and each in turn was per­ 
mitted to cast a shovelful of earth in­ 
to the grave. 
Agreeable to the wishes of Mrs. 
Cleveland, the services, both ai the 
house and at the cemetery, were of 
the simplest 
character. 
An invoca­ 
tion, scriptural reading, a brief prayer 
and the reading of a William Words 
worth poem, “Character of the Happy 
Warrior,'’ constituted the services at 
the house, while the reading of the 
burial service at the grave was brief 
and impressive. 
Although the funeral was of a strict­ 
ly private nature, those in attendance 
numbered many distinguished citizens, 
including President 
Roosevelt, Gov­ 
ernors Fort of New Jersey, Hughes of 
New York and Hoke Smith of Geor­ 
gia.

Duluth, June 27.—Over $1,000,000 in 
property was consumed within a cou­ 
ple of hours on Rice s point by a fire 
which razed elevator D of the Con­ 
solidated Elevator company to the wa­ 
ter’s edge, destroyed No. I dock and 
sheds of the Northern Pacific and im­ 
perilled surrounding property valued 
at another million dollars. 
Valiant work by a dozen tug boats,

There are some wonderfnl shadow 
effects produced by and upon the gi­ 
gantic snowy cone of Mount Rainier. 
It sometimes happens that the sky as 
peen from the city of Tacoma just be­ 
fore sunrise Is covered with a dome 
of cloud 15,000 feet or more in height, 
while behind the peak, toward the east, 
the sky Is clear. In such circumstances 
the rising sun casts the shadow’ of the 
great mountain upon the cloud curtain 
overhead In the form of a vast blue 
triangle, the point of which rests upon 
the apex of the peak. 
At other times 
the shadow of the earth can be seen 
creeping up the cone In a distinct 
curve, while the flush of sunset stains 
the snow above the line of shadow to 
a deep pink.

It sometimes happens that the sky as 
Been from the city of Tacoma Just be­ 
fore sunrise Is covered with a dome 
of cloud 15,000 feet or more In height, 
while behind the peak, toward the east, 
the sky Is clear. In such circumstances 
the rising sun casts the shadow of the 
great mountain upon the cloud curtain 
overhead In the form of a vast blue 
triangle, the point of which rests upon 
the apex of the peak. 
At other times 
the shadow of the earth can be seen 
creeping up the cone In a distinct 
curve, while the flush of sunset stains 
the snow above the line of shadow to 
i deep pink.
